Famous War Veteran [.Passed Away »t

Blnghamton, X. Y., Feb. 19.—Major 


General John C. Robinson died at bis 
home here yesterday. He was born in 
this city April 10, 1817, and after being 
graduated from West Point began to 
study law. In 1839 he was commissioned 
second li-utenant of tbe fitb United States 
infantry, and assigned to duty in the 
northwest.

The Insanity Dodge. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Whatever 


may be the judgment which will be ulti- 
mately arrived at by the experts who ex- 
amine Duestoow's brain, there can be no 
doubt that the insanity plea iu criminal 
trials has been invoked too often for the 
good of the community. It is now twenty- 
seven years since that plea saved Macfar- 
lanu, the slayer of Richardson, in New 
York. 
Slncfarland and his wife lived un- 


happily together, and nhe bad secured a 
divorco and was engaged to marry Rich- 
ardson. Thinking that Richardson had 
alienated his wife's affection, Macfarland 
shot him, and lie died a few days after 
from the effects ot the wound. On the 
trial Macfarland was acquitted on the 
ground of -'emotional insanity." 


The phrase "took," and a flne field was 


opened in which sharp lawyers were nblu 
to befog jurors and defeat justice. A 
man-slayer suddenly became something 
different from the vulgar murderer which 
ihe people of earlier days had considered 


him. 
Immense possibilities were created 


for lengthening out trials and for ex- 
hausting the patience of the public, until 
even acquittal would bring relief to the 
community by taking tho case out of the 
courts. The wrangling of the Insanity 
exportswhich these trials caused for a few 
years threatened to produce mental de- 
rangement among everybody who read 
about them or listened to them. Under 
any conditions a criminal who could 
raise enough money to employ skillful 
lawyers couM Impede justice for a long 
time, but the insanity pretext furnished 
him with barriers bahind which he often 
could escape to freedom. 


Happily the insanity plea has lost mnch 


of its effectiveness In recent years. It 
was interposed so froquently.anato shield 
so many different sorts of malefactors, 
that there was a popular revolt against it 
and the press-exposed it. Jurors became 
distrustful of the defense which would 
make the criminal irresponsible at the 
moment te was committing his crime, 
and responsibleenough immediately after- 
ward to be allowed to run at largo. They 
reasoned that if the derangement was not 
sufficient to warrant his seclusion in an 
asylum it was not sufficient to save him 
from the penalty prescribed for his crime. 
Thus tbe insanity dodge in murder trials 
does not figure quite so conspicuously as 
it did half a dozen or a dozen years apro. 
It was in Itself an abuse which atone 
time rose to the dimensions of a crime, 
but an outraged public sentiruint ie 
forcing its abatement.

A fiddle made from an ordinary bar- 


rel and a few'ocid pieces of lumber has 
just been constructed by a Massachu- 
setts genius, and, greatly to the sur- 
prise of all, himself included, it is a 
sac-cess. 


H. II. Heusted is the name of this 


enterprising- amateur instrument mak- 
er, who, however, is no amateur musi- 
cian, but, on the contrary, a violinist 
and cello player of no mean order. 


It was the lack of a 'cello which was 


indirectly responsible for the produc- 
tion of "this unique instrument. 
Al- 


though an enthusiastic player, with 
abundant time at his disposal, he had 
no instrument with which he could be- 
guile the long and monotonous hours 
of his work as assistant station apent 
at Prospect Hill, East Somerville, Mass. 


The station is in the residential por- 


tion of the city, and throughout the 
day there are long- hours when the sta- 
tion affent has practically nothing to 
do. He often thought of the amuse- 
ment to be derived from the possession 
of a cello, and the more he thought of 
it the more he wanted one. So he final- 
ly decided to make on« for himself, and 
a'fter much planning- selected a barrel 
as the most promising- thing for the 
purpose. 


The specimen chosen was what is 


known as a hnlf barrel. It was, of elm 
wood which from long standing in the 
parrel of the Heusted household had 
become thoroughly seasoned. In the 
noddle, just between the hoops, tbe 
cello maker cut an oblong- opening 
about four inches in length and three 
in width. The barrel was then scraped 
and sandpapered inside nnd out, after 
which it was r.cciirely headed up and 
treated to a double coat of the best var- 
nish. The body was then complete, nnd 
after being thoroughly dried wasrendy 
for the finishing touches which were to

The mud, suspended in the stream of 
the Ganges, forms shifting bars and 
banks and pestilential marshes. When- 
ever the Hindoos can elude tbe authori- 
ties they send the remains of their dead 
floating down the sacred river, the 
waters of which are commissioned to 
conduct tlu'iii to the "sacred domains." 


These bodies are cast ashore at the 


mouth of the river, in the midst of veg- 
etable rubbish of every kind, and the 
remains of animals. 
The mud of the 


river, acting like paint or plaster, par- 
tially preserves the corpses of men and 
animals from the dissolving influence 
of the water, and converts them into 
a sort of glutinous organic soap. Then 
comes the dry season. The fierce rays 
of the Indian sun soon deprive the 
mass of every drop of moisture, and it 
splits and cracks in all dirctions, send- 
ing up to high Heaven an odor that 
poisons a vast neighborhood. 


Were the poison confined to that re- 


gion, and were the idiotic natives re- 
sponsible for it the sole sufferers, this

A smull piece of black walnut was, 


with very little work and a common 
jackknife, converted into a, tailpiece. 
For the high bridge piece a well sea- 
soned spruce was used. The same kind 
of wood was used in making the finger 
board. The neck was made of white 
pine, and the keys were whittled out 
of rock maple. 
These various parts 


were then put together with glue and 
securely fastened to the barrel in their 
proper places, after which the whole 
affair was put away to dry and "set" 
before having the strings put in place.

vented by the splendid quarantine or- 
ganization, yet there were, far inland, 
here a.ud there, sporadic cases of true 
cholera. These cases puzzled the doc- 
tors greatly, and the most plausible ex- 
planation offered was that the germs 
were carried in their clothes and 
otherwise by passengers from infected 
bhips. 


"We know that certain currents of 


air are maintained in the .upper at- 
mosphere as steadily and continuously 
as the great ocean currents. We know, 
too, that these currents may carry com- 
paratively heavy substances from one 
part of the world to another. It has 
been conclusively shown, for instance. 
that sand from the great desert of Sa- 
hara has been caught up in the clouds 
during sandstorms and carried thou- 
sands of miles from its original loca- 
tion. On the decks of \essels passing 
through the Suez canal there has been 
dropped sand of a peculiar nature that 
on analysis was proved conclusively to 
have been taken from an inland spot 
thousands of miles away from the 
canal. If sand can be transported in this
